Statist's conclusions is that President 
Roosevelt alone can save the situation, 
“just as lie alone 
was able to bring 
about peace between Russia and J a ­ 
pan.” 
T he Statist, after dealing with tho 
crux of the situation, namely, tho po­ 
licing of Morocco, 
upholds France's 
right to demand that 
she should he 
given power to maintain a polite force. 
The paper doe* not believe from pres­ 
ent 
indications 
that Germ any 
will 
yield Hie point, that country preferring 
to humiliate France with the result of 
tying up for an indefinite period the 
immense sums of money now held in­ 
active iii France. 
The article points out that no Euro­ 
pean nation is in a position to settle 
the m atter and rays: 
“ If the United Stat'** is willing to 
undertake the 
policing 
of Morocco 
everybody will hail with joy her readi­ 
ness to assume an unpleasant tespouse 
bilify for the sake of preserving the 
peace of the world.

street and over tracks, licking up the

dustrial sections, hurried to the scene, 
reinforced by police and Cossacks, and 
threw a cordon around the whole dis­ 
trict. 
Most of the revolutionists m ade 
off at the approach of the troops, but 
a few holder sp iiits rem ained and of­ 
fered resistance to the encircling 
sol­ 
diers. 
W holesale 
arre sts 
w ere 
made, 
which were still continuing up to a 
late hour at night. 
Tile bomb, w hich was hurled through 
a window into the main room of the 
restaurant, 
exploded with 
a terrific 
noise and demolished almost the entire 
building. 
A 
wooden 
partition 
was 
blown out and much furniture, glass­ 
ware and crockery was shattered. The 
ruins were spattered with blood and 
pieces of flesh, the whole presenting 
a sickening sight. 
The restau ran t had been for some 
tim e known as a resort of the lower 
order of w orkm en and rough classes 
who were believed to he in th e pay of 
the police and were accused not only 
of furnishing inform ation about revolu­ 
tionaries, hut also of sallying out at 
night and conducting affairs on their 
own account and beating stu d en ts who 
were m em bers of the opposite faction. 
T he killing of three w orkm en at the 
PutilofT factory 
Thursday 
and this 
bomb episode are believed to be but a 
prelude to other acts of retaliation and 
revenge betw een the two factions.
